Concerning the irrigation under- 
taking in Southern Alberta and West- 
ern Assiniboia, is the following para- 
graph ;— 

“This projest embraces a block of 
three million acres of land lying east 
of Calgary, which is intersected by 
the main line of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. The soil in this vast 
area is first-class, but during the 
majority of years the rainfali is not 
sufficient to mature crops. The wa- 
ter for irrigation in this block is be- 
ing taken from the Bow river near 
Calgary in a main canal having a bed 
width of sixty feet, and carrying wa- 
ter to a depth of ten feet. This main 
eanal is about twenty miles in length, 
and from it the water is distributed 
threugh secondary or smaller canals, 
which will ultimately reach several 
hundred miles in length. About cne- 
half the block, or fifteen hundred 
thousind acres, can be irrigated, the 
remaining half being devoted to graz- 
ing and dairy farming. The first 
section of the scheme now under con- 
struction ineludes the main canal and 
about one hundred miles of secondary 
canals and ‘this section will irrigate 
and bring under cultivation three 
hundred thousand acres for grazing 
and dairy farming. This section of 
the ssherne is estimated to cost §$1,- 
360,006, and if it proves a success, fur- 
ther sections will be constructed un- 
tii the whole scheme is completed, at 
an estimated cost of between four and 
five million dollars.

thaw:ng ‘s dene by steam. The or- 
erating expenses of an ordinary pliant, 
with one gsnift and night thawing, 
amounts to about $160 por day, and 
from 50 to 60 cub‘c yards of material 
are mined and siluiced daily. The ccs 
of handling a cubic yard of gravel bad 
been reduced nearly one-half since 1899. 

“The two methods of mining com- 
monly employed in the Klondike, viz., 
by Open cut, or by ho‘sting and drift- 
ing, are deseribed in the Summary 
Report for 1899. Tihese methods are 
atiil generaily amployed, the principal 
change being ‘n the substitution of ma- 
cLinery fer hand labour. In a few 
cases, Lowever, attempts have been 
made, more or less successfuily, to in- 
troduce cheaper methods. A dredge, 
crig-‘naliy intended for work cn tke 
L2wis river,~has een oferating on 
Bonanza creek for the last three pea- 
sons. The work done kas shown that 
when the graveis are completeiy inaw- 
ed out, they can be mined very ~heaply 
by dredging, but when frest $ en- 
countered, thawing, as in the 
methods musi be resorted to. In dredg- 
ing. also the bed-reck ‘s not ssen, and 
here is always some uncertainty in 
regard ‘to the compieteness cf the te- 
covery of the goi:d. Where ihe bed- 
reck is hard and blocky, the goid efien 
sinks down along the Sointage end bed- 
ding planes to a depih of 4 or 6 feet, 
anc some of ‘tt must aimosi neccssar- 
iiy ve left behind. In scfi bed-rceck, 
on the other hand, the recovery oz 
gold is probably nearly co mpk 

“Steam shoveis are emp.oyed on sev- 
era! tlaims in the district, ani where 
the conditions are suiiabie, they han- 
d.e the gravels and certa:n knds of 
becd-reck cheaply and effeciively. The 
everlying muck requires to be sluiced 
cif in the ordinary wary, and the grav- 
els must be thawed ‘cut before good 
work can be done. 

“Another attempt at cheap mining in 
the creeks introduces tre hydraulcking 
prine-pie, but it is still only in the 
experimental stage. On Gold Run 
creek two cla:ms have been, equipped 
with Jong China pumps and bucket tle- 
vators. The pumps and elevators, each 
about 70 feet in hetght, rest in a 
sump, excavated 12 to 14 feet in bed- 
reck The gravels are tvashed intothe 
sump by a stream of water under 
gmail pressure, and ere carr-eid up by 
the bucket elevator and dumped into 
the siuice boxes. The China gump €el- 
evatcrs the water used in hydraui‘ck- 
‘ag and & seryes again “to wash ihe 
eravels.” -

The foliowing letter on the question 
of employment of United States en- 
gineers on the Grand Trunk Pacific 
survey3, appears in a recent issue of 
She Ottawa Citizen ;— 

Editor Citizen:—So much has been 
said respecting the employment of 
alien labor to the exclusion of native 
skill and native needs in connection 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific survey, 
it may not be considered remiss to 
have a word to say and perhaps 
more than a word, in relation to its 
investigation. That undue discrim- 
ination bas been exercised against the 
appointment of Canadian enzineers is 
more than apparent and for this ex- 
posure we are largely indebted to the 
commission. That Canadian engineers 
are equally, if not Letter, qualified 
for explorations and construction over 
the route of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic Railway, is beyond question, and 
it is no less obvious that if Canadian 
men of undoubted skill and experi- 
ence were offered as favorable con- 
sideration as these imported, men 
more conversant with the country 
and with the work would be avail- 
able. 

But this invesligation is to me, as 
it must be to others, an annoying 
proposition, for although we cannot 
suffer our rights to be ignored we 
should net object to the employment 
of American engineers by denying re- 
cognition to these who may fill their 
places efficiently and justly. We 
want interchange of knowledge in the 
profession; we want to teach and be 
taught. There is, every day, in the 
progress of time, something to learn 
and the more we know the more cur 
experience teaches how much there is 
to learn. Engiish speaking engineers 
some of them still living, built and 
equipped the first lines of railway, 
the world over; there were no cir- 
eumscribed bounds. The present gen- 
eration muy do better, but there is 
much ‘to learn and and interchange of 


thought and experience are always 


desirable to keep ebreast. with the 
itime. 

Although the investigation now 
pending may contribute adequate pro- 
tection, civil engiueers ought to en- 
tertain greater ideals than those af- 
forded by an Alien Labor Act. The 
act may be recessary so far as its 


scope extends, but that it should em- 
brace the work of the civil engineer, 
professional limits cannet be 
localized, gives some ground for re- 
flection. Our aim should be “pro- 
tectionist” the same as other learned 
professions enjey in this ecuntry un- 
der the provisions of a close corpor-

ation act adopted with necessary by- 
laws to govern the Canadian Society 
of Civil] Engineers. At present many 
eminent American engineersare mem- 
bers of our society and those quali- 
fied to berome members would not, 
I venture to

A Warm Skirmish 


The Russian general staff received

July 4: “On July 3 the advanced force and retreated toward Senu Chen. Our 


of che Russian force operating east of 
Liac Yang, occupied a position at 
Langtse pass. Towards evening the 
same day cur scouts ascertained that 
a detachment of the enemy’s advance 
guard, 15,000 strong, had occupied the 
villages of Ekhavuan and Ticha-Ku- 
men Sea con our front, the main force 
having remaired in Fr Shui and Mo- 
tien passes.; At this moment we dis- 
covered the movement of a Japanese 
detachment, consisting of a battalion 
of infantry, to turn left’ positions in 
¢he Langtse pass in the direction of 
Lian Dian Sian. In. order to check 
this movement, a force was sent for- 
ward in the direction of the threat- 
ened points.” ge 

“in order to learn the strength of 
the enemy’s pesition in front of Lang- 
ise pass, the commander of the de- 
¢achment ordered out was reinforced 
and a reconnoitering party of ten 
eompanies was sent in the direction 
of Ekhavuan, under the command of 
Colonel Letschitsky. With the view 
of making a demonstration insuring 
fhe return of Letschitsky’s detach- 
ment, three companies under Lieut.- 
<olonel Garnitsky, marched to Ma- 
heumizza, about a mile and a half 
south of Ekhavuan, to the crossing 
of the roads leading to Sin Khi and 
the Lok river passes. 

“Firing began at 2.30 pm. July 4. 
Garnitsky’s column reached the'sross 
rouds and dislodged a company of the 
enemy’s advance guard, which was 
almost annihilated. Simultaneously 
Zetschitsky’s column dislodged the ex- 
emy’s advance posts without firing a 
shct, and approached the foot of the 
beights, surmounted by a temples. The 
gemp'e is less than a mile east of 
Ekhavuan, where, although exqosed 
to a heavy frental and fiank fire, our 
troops dashed forward and dislodged 
the Japanese from their entrench- 
ments and occupied the pass. As the 
enemy was preparing to deliver a 
frontal and flank attack, our column 
then retired, as previously instruct- 
ed. Three companies of Garnitsky’s 
forse occupied the position which they 
had been ordered to secure. 

“When Letschitsky’s force began to 
~vithdriw then the enemy opened a 


Heavy fire from the heights. In spite 


of this the column retired in perfect 
order. Brave Letschitsky remained 
continuously ov the fighting line and 
directed the column with remarkaoble 
ability and coolness. He was the last 
to retire with his chief of staif and 
adjutent. Garnitsky’s column behav- 
ed with equal brilliancy and coolness, 
earrying out their task with no sign 
of agitation. 

“Our easualties were  Letschitsky 
bruised and woundet; Colonel Poape- 


fJow, Lievtenant Colunei Trakhemov- 
sly Captain Soloief, Licutenants 
Markeff, Latkins, Bobrolavsky, and 


Kozire, Second Captain Paly and sev- 
eral other wounded and 20 
soldiers kilied or wounded. 

“I observed the fighting with my 
siaff from the Tkhaoquan tower and 
i can personally testify to the con- 
duct of the iroops. I cannot pass in 
silence the remarkable devotion of 
the surgeons or the chaplain who at- 
tended the wounded under a heavy 
fire and even helped to earry them 


olficers 


off the field. All the wounded were 
removed. 

“On the morning of July{s our’ rein- 
forcements occupied Lian Dian Sian, 
one soldier was kilicd during th 
fighting. The same afternoon a de- 


tasbment of the enemy, consisting of 
two battalions and six hundred men 
with 6 machine gums, advanced and 
attacked our outposts, lying south of 
the River Kho, who retreated under 
the vigorous fire of the enemy. The 
officer commanding our advance cav- 
alry advanced at 2.46 p.m. with a de- 
¥achment and at the same time the 
enemy placed machine guns on the 
height northwest of Doun Schkhedja 
and their infantry occupied the out- 
skirts of the forest near the village. 
Ovr horse bettery retreated_on the 


cavalry pursued them until they 
reached an entrenched position oc- 


cupied by a strong force of the en- 
emy.” 


The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Rerulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 


mimion Lards in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or fer other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.06 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A  setiler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the fullowing 
upon and cuitivation of the lard in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’! residence 
ears. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-Q0 03 IolId oouspIser 03 se joy sIq3 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
reyuirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions gf Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must

aivery homesteader who fails to 


comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liakle to have his 
entry cancalied, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent ithe settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commuiissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
tc do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will. receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Jorminion Lands Ojifice, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
or entry, and from the officers’ in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in sesuring land to suit them.

timber, eral and mineral laws, es well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department of
